in labor and capital may have 
their differences settled. Everybody 
knows the evils of the strike and the 
lock-out. College students formerly 
made a practice of working as strike- 
breakers during vacations. There 
was, of course, risk, but there’ were 
also wages high enough to pay for 
the winter’s expenses. Many refused 
on principle, because of their sym- 
pathy for the laboring man. What 
is our attitude now? | We have seen 


the power of the strike increase tre-: 


mendously, and a city of six millions 
of people reduced to panic only a 
year or two ago by a three-fold com- 
bined strike of transportation men. 
Not so many years ago we saw the 
city°of Winnipeg entirely controlled 
by labor, newspapers and milk de- 
liveries suspended, and the threat of 
“Red” rule terrorising the West. We 
recognize, however, that organized 
labor alone has done away with the 
sweat-shop and child labor, with the 
reduction of “life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness” to a sixteen 
our day. There is no doubt that 
organized labor has accomplished 
great things, ‘but what are we to say 
of it when it becomes too powerful? 
There is no doubt that it is capital 
invested that builds up the economic 
power of the nation, but what are 
we to say when capital becomes too 
greedy? Are labor and capital to 
remain forever in opposed armed 
camps? Is the third party, the pub- 
lic and the consumer, ever to assume 
the position which perhaps belongs 
to it, that of arbitrator and friend 
to both? Or is it the right of the 
third party? Will the solution ever 
be found? Is this permanent and 
compulsory arbitration court the so- 
lution we want? 

In the long run who settles these 
questions? It is the students at 
Alberta, the students at Saskatch- 
ewan, those at Manitoba. If their 
college training means anything, it 
means that they are preparing them- 
selves to go out equipped to tackle 
with a newer faith and a newer op- 
timism the old problems of the 
world. Within our life-times there 
will come many changes. Some dif- 
ficulties will be cleared away, others 
will arise; in every case, something 
must be done. It ‘is to the college 
trained man and woman, to those who 
belong to the upper or thinking 
strata of society, to these who are 
without either prejudice or  self-in- 
terest’ that the world looks for help. 
The student who fails to prepare 
himself, the student who fails to be 
informed about the affairs of that 
life from which he finds for a short 
period of study a sheltered retreat, 
is guilty of crime against the world 
which gives him his opportunity, and 
particularly against his home-land. 
In the years 1914-18 there were few 
able-bodied students who neglected 
the challenge of the Empire’s need. 
In times of peace the challenge is 
equally strong and equally answer- 
able. 

The student body should turn out 
in full force if only in the interests 
of fair play and good sportsmanship. 
The men from Saskatchewan natur- 
ally expect a good audience. It is 
only fair to them and to our own 
men who have carefully studied the 
question of compulsory arbitration 
to give them the audience, to show 
that we are interested in questions 
which vex the world, that we do care 
for our alma mater as much as they 
care for theirs, that we are as proud 
of our boys as their classmates in 
Saskatchewan are of them. ‘They 
are, besides, one of the few links 
between the western universities. Let 
them carry back with them a message 
of right good will, and an impression 
of a university that is full of life 
and fun. 

Our inimitable choir leader will 
be on the job on Friday with new 
songs. The piano will be in attend- 
ance to make the waiting moments 
lively. An enthusiastic band of the 
Rooters’ Club will be there. Every- 
thing points to a good time and to 
keen debate; everything leads to the 
hope that our boys will win; every- 
thing to the hope that our visitors 
will go back, though defeated, yet 
inspired by an atmosphere of fair 
play and good fellowship, and feeling 
that it was good to be here.

DR. TORY RETURNS 
FROM TRIP EAST 


Gathers Material for Report to 
Finance Dept. — Delivers Ad- 
dresses on Scientific Subjects 


President Tory returned to the 
university on Thursday after an ab- 
sence of six weeks, during which time 
he was carrying out an investigation 
on behalf of the federal government 
in rural credit schemes. 

The president reports an intensely 
interesting trip. He went east as far 
as Washington, and then worked 
back through the western states. As 
a result of this, Dr. Tory was able, 
to carry out a very thorough inves- 
tigation, and a great mass of inform- 
ation has been obtained which will 
be embodied in the confidential re- 
port which he is now preparing for 
the Department of Finance. | 

Dr. Tory is Honorary Administra- 
tive Chairman ofthe Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, 
and while away was invited on 
numerous occasions to give ad- 
dresses on scientific problems. One 
of these which has aroused consider- 
able comment was that given to the 
Ottawa Canadian club. The subject 
of Dr. Tory’s address was “Science 
and Progress,” and was largely a 
discussion of the outstanding prob- 
lems) of Canada from a_ research 
point of view. His remarks in regard 
to the “rust”? problem were of par- 
ticular interest to his audience. 

That Dr. Tory’s absence was. any- 
thing but a holiday for him was clear 
when, in conversation with The Gate- 
way representative, he admitted hav- 
ing had an exceedingly busy time.

For three years now, the debating 
teams have worked hard on their ar- 
guments, talked valiantly against 
their opponents, and yet the winning 
team has had no outward and visible 
token of victory to take home. Now, 
however, with such a_ beautiful 
trophy to fight for, an added incen- 
tive will be given to the debates and 
a keener interest taken in the results. 

There have been no definite rules 
formulated as to the number of times 
a team must win the cup in order to 
obtain permanent possession of it. 
A shield, however, will be placed on 
the base of the standard on which 
will be inscribed the names of the

Speaking of curious things, one is 
the Varsity Filling Station, and it 
seems to get “‘curioser and curioser” 
every day. k 
’ This filling station is the only one 
of its kind for miles around and 
many machines are brought here to — 
be oiled up, thawed out and have 
their tanks filled. It looks just like 
any other filling station in the coun- 
try or in the Yukon, raftered and 
dark and rather oily. Sometimes 
tops have to come down to glide — 
under the low places, but when you 
get through to the back there is a 
good parking space for more leisure- 
ly attention to cases of bad cranks 
and sparks. There is no charge for 
service—you pay only for what you 
get. 

Always on duty are two “‘sentries”’ 
or more, the first and the more popu- 
lar and prettily decorated has a 
peculiarly shaped top. It is found © 
by experience, that one’s tank can 
be filled faster by calling it cute © 
names. ‘The other has been in use 
longer, and is of different design, 
but is still quite serviceable. The 
station specializes in serving great 
varieties of gas. Some of it is in 
demand all day long for ordinary 
running purposes, but a special brand 
is available in the mornings to make 
possible a quick get-away. There is 
also a very peppy brand for late 
comers on cold nights. The aim of 
the establishment is service of every 
type and fills many an aching void. 
Other supplies in stock are anti- 
freeze and anti-over heats, and all 
the pre-requisites for blow-outs — 
which frequently . happen several 
miles west in rough country. 

Two general makes of machines 


patronize the station—one with long 


wheel base has oversize tires; the 
other, with a much shorter wheel 
base, has generally a snappier ap- 
pearance. It is very noticeable at 
rush hours that the snappier ma- 
chines gather in the parking area,. 


and by ingenuity that is quite in- 


triguing make room in between for 
a few of the larger type, which ac- 
tion is exceedingly appreciated. 
Great confusion exists around the 
sentries at these times; sounds such 
as the incessant blowing of horns’ 
from both types, gurgling as of tanks. 
filling and inflators working over- 
time bewilder the ear. Often mis- 
takes are made in the starting levers 
and controls, and there is a mixup 
sometimes with loss of paint. The 
methods employed at this station are — 
in a class by itself, and are being — 
imitated at other university filling 
stations, which are open only three 
times a day. The prices for gas, etc., | 
are the same or slightly lower than 
those at the marble and tapestried 
filling stations in the bigger cities.

Such being the prevailing spirit which 
gives to Inter-Varsity competitions, above all others, 
these characteristics of keen and friendly rivalry, it 
seems most fitting that the emblem of championship 
should be the “cup of kindness’? symbolic of good 
fellowship. 

The beautiful cup which Mr. McGoun has given will 
embody the finest sentiments of the Debating League, 


_and the jewelry, valuable as it now is, will continually |, 


grow more precious as the richness of the memories 
which cling around it gradually increase. 

In accumulating these rich associations it has, per- 
haps, an advantage over any other trophy, since 
debating, far more than sport, is a practical art by 
which the participants may serve the community in 
later life and rise to prominence in the greater world 
of human affairs beyond the portals of the University. 

We are glad to think that these glorious possibili- 
ties will have as their starting point the memory of 
the late Mr. McGoun, of McGill, who was himself a 
great debater, and to whom the cup is the appropriate 
tribute of his son, who, as honorary president of our 
Debating Society, has done so much to stimulate in- 
terest in that activity here. : 

Round this nucleus other traditions will gather, 
and the cup will for long be the source of inspiration 
to the debaters of three universities—but most par- 

ticularly of one.

In the first place, I do not think our 
informant need have resorted to the press 
to bring this matter to the notice of the 
House Committee. I hope the members of 
this committee are known to him, and, if 
not, the sooner he acquaints himself with

Secondly, his information was rather be-’ 
lated, four days having elapsed since the 
incident occurred before it was reported 
through The Gateway. 

But I heartily agree with the correspond- 


‘ent that such disturbances must be stopped, 


and I appreciate his attitude in this matter. 
From the tone of the aforementioned letter, 
I conelude, rightly I hope, that the writer. 
is most anxious to disclose and help to 
convict the offenders. 
that he was present or disturbed when the 
offence was committed, but I fear that, like 


“trapped” himself in his room, since no 
definite information regarding the occur- 
rence is forthcoming. i 

‘Now, sir, it ‘is all very well to sit back 
watching other people work, goading them 
along with such questions, “What are you 
going to about so-and-so?” (The same 
applies to organizations other than the 
House Committee.) And to expect any 
member of the House Committee to be 
everywhere in the residences at once, es- 
peially at a late hour, is out of the ques- 
tion. So that the responsibility of bringing 
the incident of last Saturday night to the 
notice of the House Committee immedi- 
ately rested with any member of the student 
body, especially with those who witnessed it 
or were present. Surely they realized the 
serious - nature of the offence as well as 
anyone, and their first thought should have 
been to report it to someone in a position 
to secure action. Instead of that, we find 
that no one even took the trouble to get 
the offenders’ names, and that those who 
witnessed it “know nothing about it.” Under 
those circumstances, and in view of the 
unwillingness of anyone to give evidence, 
what steps are the members of the House 
Committee expected to take? But for the 
satisfaction of everyone, I may say that 
this matter is receiving due attention. 
We come to this institution as ladies and 
gentlemen, where our actions and conduct 
are expected to be honorable and straight- 
fotward. Detectives and policemen should 
certainly not be necessary, and as far as 
the House Committee is concerned, we have 
certainly no intention of acting as such. 
In‘ conclusion, let me suggest that the 
prevailing interpretation of self-government 
is altogether too narrow. That does not 
mean government by a chosen few, but by 
every member of the student body co-oper- 
ating.
